neys, self-closing doors, and rcas'ing spits turned by currents of 
warm air. He also employed engines of war to lift weights, and 
iinvc-nted the block-and-tackle so generally

today.

schemes and principles which he evolved from observation. 


All through his long life Leonardo war, an observer. "Kindly 


nature," he once wrote, "sees to H that you may find something to 
iearn everywhere in the world.::

low judgments do not deserve so beautiful an instrument, such a 
complex anatomical equipment, a^ the human body. 
They should 


merely have a sack for taking i" food and letting it out again, for 
they are nothing but an aiiment^T canal." 


When Leonardo got a charact^1" in ihis mind to paint, he would 


ioliow that type for hours, and draw hundreds of sketches before 
putting it into his picture for thos« of all time to love. 


While he was an intellectual giant, he understood that love

A little pf usaut girl became Leonardo’.* mother. No one knows 
ber name, or the date or birth of her baby. 
But the 
town Vinci 
has become famou* and resounds through 
the centuries 
for here it 
wai* that Leonardo was 
born. The father 
was a certain wander­ 
ing traveling Florentine 
chap, wh > deserted the girl without m ar­ 
rying her. 
Leonardo went right to tht very f< t of Nature and sat there 
aud thought until he had evolve! facts from truths. 
He became 
builder, inventor, and artist. 
HL curiosity made him a discoverer.

Washington—Now the ice cake 


that meltingly does its part in com- 
batting summer heat is to be stand- 
ardized. The U. S. bureau of stand- 
ards has issued standard weights 
and maximum sizes for the chunks 
of-' frozen water that the ice man 
puts into the; refrigerator daily. 


Cakes of 25. 50, 75, 100 and 150 


pounds are declared standard and 
for these weights maximum dimen- 
sions are specified. 
The smallest 


weight. 25 pounds, must measure 
less than 
12 by 12 by S inches, 


while the 150 pound cake must a 
exceed Y2 by 24 by 24 inches. Manu- 
facturers will shape the ice com- 
partments of refrigerators so that 
the standard cakes will slide into 
them easilj'.
